A violent attack on the system of non- 
intervention in Spain and the exclusion of 
Spain from protection under the Nyon 
arrangement was made by Sefior  Del 
Vayo, the Valencia Government s delegate, 
in the Sixth Committee of the League at 
Geneva yesterday. The speech is generally 
regarded in Geneva as one of the most 
violent ever delivered before the Assembly 
(says Reuter). 

Sefior Del Vayo (Reuter adds) was so 
strongly moved that his French became 
almost unintelligible owing to the Spanish 
accent which dominated it. 

At the close of the denunciation the 
Chairman of the Committee adjourned the 
discussion. It is expected that the next 
meeting will be held today. This will 
give various delegates an opportunity of 
thinking over the situation.

EXTENSION OF EASY-MONEY POLICY. 
In a move designed to implement and 
extend its easy-money policy the Federal 
Reserve Board announces a revised and 
liberalised version of its rules covering dis- 
counts and advances to member banks. The 
amendments come into effect on October 1, 
The most significant change from the stand- 


point of business and industry is the one 


permitting the rediscount of instalment paper 
drawn to finance sales of a commercial 
character. This is the first time in the 
history of the Federal Reserve system that 
instalment paper has been made eligible for 
rediscount. 

‘Spokesmen of the Federal Reserve Board 
emphasise that there is no connection between 
the new rules and the trend of the Stock 
Market. They add that the rules were in 
preparation for several months, and were 
actually approved three weeks ago.

The 
Mining section was well supported, despite 
the long expected “slash “ to 13 cents by 
the Customs smelters in the price of domesti¢ 
copper and notwithstanding the further cut 
in the quotation for lead.

The whole action of the pla, 
is coni.ned to a single evening in June, 1849. 

Mangan falls into a drugged dream-st 
and the followi~; act presents the mater 
of his dream. A nightmare, perhaps, wou 
be a more apt description, as the texture 
the vision is compo of the poet s life. Lic 
is seen as the bullied and tormented son of ; 
wastrel, semt-demented father, who takes 
sadistic delight in predicting failure for his 
talented boy. Then as the tutor, and lover, 
of Catherine Hayes, and as the whining men 
dicant in a tavern. The scenes in the hom 
circle are poignint, explaining much of the 
frustration of Mangan’s ltfe, and they reach 
a high pitch .f dramatic intensity. It is the 
final scene in this excellent act that grips 
the heart, The poet is writing “ Dark 
Rosaleen,” with the disappointments and 
disillusionment of his youth stalking t!

Awakened by the 
stricken cries of the inhabitants of the house 
to his death, Mangan meets the doctor and 
asks for speedy death. He Pa out from 
the desolate room to hospital, and to the 
end he craved. 

If ‘‘The Man in ‘The Cloak” owes more 
than a little to the artistry of Sean O'Casey 
it demonstrates no less that in Mr. Louis 
D’ Alton the Abbey Theatre has discovered 
a dramatist of unusual talent. He is 
learly experienced in stagecraft, skilled in 
dhe presentation of character, and a trifle 
loose with his dialogue. It is a pleasure to 
welcome one with such obvious gifts to tho 
theatre at this time. 

The production was splendidly managed by 
Mr. Hugh Hunt, and the settings by Miss 
Tanya Moiseiwitsch recreated the Bride street 
doss-house of 1849. The burden of the play 
fell, upon Mr. Cyril Cusack, who added 
another memorable creation to his lengthen- 
ing list. Mangan was probably not. quite 
such a whining, cringing creature: but Mr.

nobody’s business to attend to. The Civic 
Guards have already far too much to do, but 
co-operation, knowledge and attention at the 
right time avd in the right way would quickly 
clear the country of these pests. 

There are other pests, too, which could be 
eliminated ; and I mentioned particularly the 
pest of horse flies, which in parts of the 
country is undermining the health uf horses. 
These pests live for some ten months of their 
blood-sucking lives in the stomachs and intes- 
tines of horses. They could easily he exter- 
minated, yet some friends of mine were so 
‘“ blooded ”’. by them at a well-known beauty 
spot that they will never again visit Ireland 
in the summer months. 

Farmers’ associations usually call upon the 
Government to do work which they should do 
for themselves, The Government's way is to 
appoint inspectors, at the cost of the farmers 
and other taxpayers.

would be handed over to those who had been 
stampeded into believing that the Jews were 
their arch enemies. 

In order to illustrate the position of the 
Jews in various avocations, I quoted figures 
given in Professor Robert A. Brady’s remark- 
able work on German Fascism, “ The Spirit 
and Structure of German Fascism.’ The 
figures given by Professor Brady are, he saya, 
taken from those. compiled for propaganda 
yurposes by the Nazis themselves, and I can 
imagine no reason in the world to doubt the 
accuracy of their transcription. I did not in 
any sense “admit” that my figures were 
taken from Nazi sources. 1 purposely indi- 
cated that they were so, Mr. Frignon’s eon- 
tention that we should need the total figures 
for the whole of Germany is quite misleadin., 
because, in order to base any conclusions «nD 
them, we would need a chart showing the 
degree and extent of Jewish persecution in 
the various towns, extending back for possibly 
800 years, and, in addition, an approximate 
census of the Jewish settlements in these 
towns. It isa well-known part of Jewish custom 
and tradition that for purposes of advance- 
ment and safety the abler and more 10 
tellectually ‘gifted Jews naturally gravitate 
to the big cities, Mr. Frignon's quotation 
from “the last census ” omits the important 
information of giving the date of it. 

With due respect, I think Mr. Frignon-* 
indulging himself in the old sport oí setting 
up his own nine-pins for the amusement oÍ 
knocking them down; but the subject at 
issue is far too ominous for anything: of that 
sort, not only for the Jews but for the 
whole world, The freedom accorded sto the 
Jews is the sure index of the freedom 
accorded also to the nationals oí those 
countries who persecute them... «°° 

Or, perhaps, Mr. by, je thinks to do his 
bit in discrediting the Jews by showing that 
they did not amount to so very much in pre- 
Nazi Germany after all, If this is his object, 
the world record of the Jewish contribution 
to science, pe Buiaise sc r pen 
verwhelminglv disproves him.—-Xours, etc.,

Tramore Conference—‘‘ That we hereby re- 
spectiully request the Minister for Agricul- 
ture to fix the price of creamery butter at 
150s. free on rail, so as to enable creameries 
to pay a price for milk that will at least 
cover the costs of production.”

On Friday 
they found a new target in the crowded 
city of Hankow; a conservative estimate 
has reckoned the number of dead at two 
hundred, and the list of wounded at five 
hundred. On Sunday and yesterday four 
other raids were made upon Canton—with 
what results nobody has yet dared to 
rechon. Finally, as if “ frightfulness ”” 
from the air were not sufficient demonstra- 
tion of Japan’s might, an atrocity of the 
most cruel order was perpetrated yester- 
day upon a fleet of ordinary fishing boats. 
The vesseis, accurding to the report, were 
peacefully at work when a Japanese sub- 
marine broke tne surface at a short 
distance trom them, and opened fire with 
such deadly effect that out of three 
handred occupants ot the boats only teu 
have survived. Not in the worst periods 
of the Great War was there a week to 
compare with last week in the tale of 
destruction. .Japan has made her inten- 
tion inhumanly ciear. Her hope of a 
rapid victory in the neighbourhood of 
Shanghai was disappointed ; her successes 
about Peking and Tientsin were spectacu- 
lar rather than valuaole, and she realised 
that it would be difficult to pursue her 
usual policy of breaking Chinese moral by 
the ordinary processes of war. She has 
turned, therefore, to a strategy which is 
calculated to’ crush the spirit of any 
nation. 

If pity has not been driven out by 
cynicism, we must bestow it upon the 
wretched civilians of China, They are not

few areas have been spared by the civil 


conflicts, the bandit campaigns, of recent

the news of Gérmany’s Zeppelin campaigns 
against England during the Great War; 
yet the death roll of those raids was many 
times less than the carnage wrought by 
Japan’s bombers in one week. How long 
will the people of China be able to endure 
against these limits of barbarity? Their 
troops, no doubt, will fight to the last man, 
but will the Government dare to maintain 
resistance against an enemy that employs 
such methods? The virulence of 
Signor Mussolini’s campaign against the 
Ethiopians has faded already into insigni- 
ficance: if he used aeroplanes against men 
who had no other means of defence than 
flintlocks, his opponents, at least, were 
warriors ; where his most efficient weapons 
killed in tens, Japan is wiping out'a 
detenceless, and unresisting, people in 
hundreds. The statesmen who strove for 
peace during the last twenty years 
prophesied that the wars of the future 
would “be directed against the great 
centres of population behind the enemy’s 
lines, and how terribly is their foresight 
vindicated ! 

Surely the Powers of Europe and 
America cannot tolerate these abomina- 
tions! Already some of them, including 
Great Britain, have protested to Japan; 
but their protests have been dictated by 
the fear of harm to their own large 
interests, rather than by any sentiment 
of pity for the Chinese, and, in any 
event, have fallen upon deaf ears. Yester- 
day, however, the League’s Committee of 
Twenty-three passed a resolution con- 
demning Japan’s bombardment of open 
towns. The resolution is being submitted 
to the Assembly, and, presumably, will 
be transmitted to Tokyo. Will it have 
the slightest effect? Japan has seen the 
League defied by Italy and Germany ; she 
has defied it herself before now—and the 
League has done nothing to enforce its 
decrees. We are sadly convinced that this 
latest resolution will suffer the fate of its 
predecessors. Japan, will retort, with or 
without politeness, that she is not con- 
ducting a war, but correcting an offender ; 
she will trump up a fictitious counter 
accusation—that, for example, the Chinese 
are employing asphyxiating gas—to justify 
the atrocities in Nanking, Hankow and 
Canton; she will regret that no other 
course than war of the most deadly order 
is possible in the circumstances. ' Perhaps, 
she will not bother about any of these 
excuses, but will request the Powers, as 
she requested them before, to mind their 
own business. It may be, of course, that 
she will commit so intolerable an offence 
against the interests of some one Power 
that the injured nation will demand satis- 
faction—in which case Geneva may 
summon up ‘courage to take a hand. Yet 
we cannot believe that the League will 
call Japan to order merely because a few 
thousand Chinese are killed weekly or 
because its own Covenant has been out. 
raged. Lord Cranborne’s powerful speech 
at Geneva yesterday would have inspired 
a crusade in ages when principles still 
mattered; but there have been sO many 
speeches of similar power in recent years, 
and they have resulted in nothing. If 
the League dia not succour 
Ethiopia, what help can China expect?

The Englishman’s Egg 


One of the great treats for visitors from 
England greets them on the breakfast 
table on the very morning that they land 
in Ireland. It is the fresh eggs’ which 
accompany the rashers of bacon. Every. 
dozen of eggs that an English housewife 
buys is likely te include one, at least, 
which would be dismissed in Ireland as 
musty. Hence, the boiled egg is a rarity 
en an English table. Scrambling, poach- 
ing and, most of all, frying, are practised 
for the sake of concealment of the egg’s 
condition. Far fewer eggs are consumed 
than would be eaten if the market were 
so well ordered that fresh produce was 
English 
poultry-keepers realise this truth, and are 
anxious for restriction of imports, on the 


plentiful, and none other sold. 


double score that foreign eggs compete 
unfairly with home produce, and, at the 
same time, depress the natural demand. 
If England became a fresh egg-eating 
country, there would be a profitable living 
for multitudes of country-dwellers in 
Britain who have no such living now, and 
the demand would be sufficient, perhaps, 
to double the present output of eyes in 
Ireland—the only country which could 
send eggs quickly enough from the poultry 
yard over the water to John Bull's break- 
fast. table. For this selfish reason Irish- 
men ought to wish success to the efforts 
being made in England to-day to improve 
the marketing of eggs. The National 
Farmers’ Union and the National Poultry 
Council appointed a joint. committee to go 
into the whole matter. This body drew 
up an elaborate scheme, which was con- 
demned by the best critics as impossible 
to work, since it purported to control 
every hen in England which belonged to a 
stock of more than twenty-five head, and 
so would be cumbrous, expensive and self- 
destruct've. The committee now has pre- 
pared a more modest plan, and has 
circulated it to all poultry-keepers who 
own more than sixty laying hens. By the 
end of October it is hoped that the opinions 
of the industry will be collected and 
collated A final scheme will be drafted 


mitted to the Ministry of Agriculture. 
Judging by the .agricultural Press, the 
new proposals are agreeable to most 
poultry-keepers, and there will be no 
changes, save of detail. The main 
principle is the setting up of a Board of 
fourteen members, half of whom will be 
regional representatives; this Board will 
organise the whole industry, _ Producers 
will be registered. The Board will pre- 
scribe grades of eggs, regulate terms and 
agents of sale, determine standards of

cession to what remains of old-world direct 
relations. The hope of the two organisa- 
tions concerned is that the scheme will be 
approved by Government as calculated 
to improve the quality, condition and 
quantity of home supplies, so that a 
control of imports will be granted. In 
fine, the English poultry-man organises 
to improve his produce, and asks, not 
without reason, that he shall be rewarded 
by an equivalent measure of protection. 


+6 Daly’s 3? 
On Saturday night the curtain fell for 
the last time on the stage of Daly's 
Theatre: For forty-four years the theatre 
‘built in London by the domineering 
American, Augustine Daly, retained its 
name unaltered, while other important 
London theatres were changing their 
names almost annually. It was some- 
thing of an ironic climax that brought 
Daly’s Theatre to an end with a play 
entitled “ The First Legion,’’ a play about 
the Jesuits, acted by an entirely male cast, 
and without that musical accompaniment 
which had made the name of the old 
theatre famous throughout the world. 
Curiously enough, it was not Augustine 
Daly who gave the theatre which bore his 
name its peculiar cachet; that distinction 
belongs: to an Irishman named George 
Edwardes. It was in 1895 that George 
Edwardes began that series of musical 
comedies by which the name of Daly's 
Theatre will continue to be remembered. 
Wherever those who were young forty 
years ago are gathered together, and the 
talk is about the theatre, the names of 
‘*Daly’s’’ musical comedies will be re- 
called with more than a _ wistful sigh. 
There will be mentioned “ The Geisha’’ 
and “ The Greek Slave,” “‘San Toy’’ 
and “ The Little Michus,’’ ‘‘The Merry 
Widow” and “The Maid of the 
Mountains.” As the conversation pro- 
ceeds snatches of tunes will be hummed, 
or whistled, from the works of Leo Fall 
and Lehar, and the names of those whose 
portraits adorned the picture postcards at 
the beginning of the century will be 
mentioned lovingly. Lily Elsie and Marie 
Studhoime, Katie Seymour and Gabrielle 
Ray, Lettie Lind and Coralie Blvthe, 
Huntley Wright and George Graves, 
Hayden Coffin and W. H. Ber1y—these 
will all be mentioned; but the most 
affectionate remembrance will be reserved 
for Marie Tempest, now with a new repu- 
tation as an actress and among the greatest 
stage artists of her time. It may be that 
a more sophisticated generation finds the 
music of these days sickly, sentimental. 
and sugary; but, when the waltz from 
“The Merry Widow ” is announced, even 
those whose contempt for Victorianism is 
most profound give some ground and make 
an exception. Marie Tempest was in the 
audience for the final performance at her 
old theatre, which really should have 
been known as Edwardes’s Theatre, and 
her memories as the curtain fell might 
have made the greatest film for the new

Hors d'Oeuvres 


Six months ago a number of distinguished 
men in Chicago agreed that the American 
male had struggled for a sufficient number 
of years with the unhandy word, hors 
d’wuvres. There could be no point in 
allowing him another decade or so; for 
it was clear from the beginning that the 
American male never would manage much 
better than “ horse doovers.’’ The 
delicacy of the ‘‘ ceu’”’ sound, the incom- 
prehensible silence of the preliminary 
aitch, and the circumstances in which the 
words were spoken all made it certain 
that “ horse doovers ’’ would continue to 
win the day, to embarrass diners and to 
sicken sensitive head waiters. These 
distinguished citizens inaugurated a com- 
petition to find a substitute name. In the 
beginning there were five of them ; for half 
a year they debated thc suggestions of 988 
contestants, and now they are three. The 
two weaker brethren, in a brief statement 
to the Press, said that they, personally, 
did not mind if Amevicans of all creeds 
and classes never said anything else in 
their lives except “ horse doovers ”; that 
they were going home, and that “ horse 
doovers ” was about one seventh part as 
revolting as some of the substitute names. 
Admittedly, they had cause for indigna. 
tion. Competitors had bombarded them 
with “ Peccancheechas,’’ ‘‘ Cavanochees,”’ 
‘‘Endasos’’ and “' Exdiories ’’—words 
devoid of harmony, of simplicity, or of 
any apparent meaning or connection with 

single thing upon this earth. For 

it is worth, the three survivors have 
promised to carry on the crusade, and 
they ‘promise a new name by next March ; 
et we are inclined to deprecate their 
enthusiasm, and to align ourselves with 
the strikers. With hors d’eurres we 
know where we are. The position is 
ghastly, but time has anesthetized the 
pain. Why, then, tempt fate? If 988 
people can think up a thing like 
“ Peccancheechas ” in a bare six months, 
it is reckless in the extreme to encourage 
them to think for another five. A sound 
might emerge—and thoughtlessly might 
be adopted—which would make “ horse 
doovers ” seem like the sweetest word in

Secrets of Essen 


The visit of Signor Mussolini with Herr 
Hitler to the Krupp works at Essen is of 
particular interest in view of the inter- 
national situation. After the end of the 
Great War a number of armament 
factories established at Essen became 
derelict, but since the advent of Nazism 
in Germany the Krupp works have been 
busier than ever before manufacturing 
guns and armaments, while the population 
has grown to no fewer than 500.000. All 
the male portion of this body seem to be 
employed in the production of munitions. 
Very few people have any idea of the 
secrets of Essen, as there 1s no armament 
centre so carefully watched and guarded. 
It is understood that the visit was made 
at the express request of Signor Mussolini, 
as no arrangement had been made beiore- 
hand for him to see Essen. 


Stock Exchange Unease 


The situation on the London Stock FEx- 
change to-day showed greater confidence, 
and members are now looking forward to a 
more steady tone, though City men con- 
tinue to watch Wall street movements with 
intense interest. The collapse in American 
security prices has been extraordinary, 
some shares dropping 40 or 50 points, 
while the most curious feature about tho 
matter is that nobody appears to have a 
clear idea of its cause, and there is little 
sign of a recovery. A suggestion put 
forward to-day was that Japan might be 
partly responsible by selling heavily at 
the opening .of the San Francisco market 
each day, in order to raise liquid funds, 
but there is no certainty about this. 


Sir Plunket Barton 


“The late Sir Dunbar Plunket Barton 
was one of the most popular members of 
Grays Inn, where he lived for a number 
of years, and, therefore, it is not surpris- 
ing that a Memorial Service is to be held 
in the Chapel there on Wednesday, 
October 13, in the afternoon. The reason 
for the delay is that the Service could not 
be held until the Inn was formally opened 
for the Michaelmas sittings of the Law 
Courts. It is expected that the Service 
will be attended by many of Sir Dunbar’s 
friends and associates. 


French Atlantic Services 


The countermanding by the French Air 
Ministry. of the preposed Atlantic. flight 
by the large flying boat, which has for 
some time been preparing for the trip, 
does not indicate that France has 
abandoned the idea of an Atlantic service, 
but is interpreted as implying that for 
the present the South Atlantic route is 
regarded as being of greater importance 
than a service: between Paris and New 
York. The service to South America is 
being regularly operated, and has proved 
entirely ocessalel. Apparently the French 
Air Ministry desires to wait till more 
suitable aircraft for the North Atlantic 
route are available. The reason for the 
change of policy is to be found in the 
triumph of the Cambria and Caledonia on 
their flights from Foynes, and it is ex- 
ected that France will proceed to produce 
flying boats capable of equalling the per- 
formances of the British machines. Trials 
on the North Atlantic route may be made 
next year. 


Recovery of the Pope 


The news comes from Castel Gandolfo 
that the Pope has advised his principal 
Secretary of State. Cardinal Pacelli, that 
he will resume in full his duties as 
Pontiff. His first action has been to 
assume the principal duties of the late 
Cardinal Bisletti as Secretary of the Two 
Congregations of Universities and Semin- 
aries. This reveals that the Pope is 
convinced that he has yet a long and 
useful life ahead of him. and that he has 
no. intention of sparing himself any work 
or any sacrifice, although his condition is 
frail. It is stated that recently he amazed 
even the most Panes observers of his 
condition by walking alone and unaided 
more than three quartets of a mile in the 
Castel Gandolfo gardens. It was only in 
May last at the Vatican that he was 
unable to walk more than ten steps un- 
aided, and then only with great pain. 


State Opening of Parliament 


_ So many members of the House of 
Commons are anxious to be present at the 
State opening of Parliament by the King 
on October 26th that there wil] have to be 
a ballot for the 250 places set apart for 
them. Possibly this is because there has 
not been a State opening since 1934, as 
rain spoilt the opening of 1935 and 1936. 
On the first occasion the new session was 
opened by the Royal Commission, and last 
year King Edward VIII. drove quietly 
to Westminster in a motor car, passing 
through the crowds almost unnoticed. I+ 
is expected that the State opening will bo 
unusually brilliant, as many peeresses 
intend to be present to grace the proceed- 
ings in honour of the Queen.

GREAT DRAINAGE 
SCHEME 
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F ROM Our CORRESPONDENT. 
BALLINA, Monday. 


In a letter from the Department of 
Fisheries, read to-day at a meeting of 
River Moy Conservators at Ballina, a big 
drainage scheme in connection with the 
River Moy and its tributaries was fore- 
shadowed. 

Six maps, which had been marked by 
the Commissioners of Public Works, show- 
ing ‘in red the area covered by the proposed 
scheme, were enclosed, and the cormmunt. 
cation asked the Board to mark the 
location of the spawning beds in the Moy 
and its tributaries for the guidance of 
the drainage engineers. ”' . 

If the scheme was approved the Clerk 
said that the whole district adjoining the 
River Moy and. its tributaries would be 
drained. the rock bed of the river at Fox 
ford and Ballina would be blown up, and 
the bed of the river lowered.

THE RECEPTION 


Dr. Goebbels left Essen by special 
aeroplane shortly after Hitler’s de- 
parture, and arrived at the Templehof 
Aerodrome in ample time to give the 
last direction for the splendid recep- 
tion prepared for the Duce. 

A cloudless blue sky was over 
Berlin, and the afternoon’ sun 
brought out most vividly the bright 
colours of the Italian and Swastika 
flags of gold streamers, coloured 
emblems. and black, brown, green, 
grey, blue and white uniforms of the 
many officials in the streets. 


IMPRESSIVE SCENE 


The whole arrival and the presentation 
of the Ministers lasted only 25 minutes. 
Mussolini once again saluted the Gertiian 
Ministers, ‘and then he and Hitler went 
up the steps to the Heersstrasse, when 
they were both received by loud cheers ol 
the population. 

Cries of “ Duce, Duce,’’ were drowned 
by the military band playing the Italian 
Anthem and the German Anthem, Then 
both dictators took the salute of the 
military troops drawn up outside the 
station, and at 5.47 both entered one car 
and drove off to the loud cheers of the 
people. 


HINDENBURG PALACE 


The car containing the Duce and the 
Fuehrer passed beneath the Brandenburg 
Arch at 6.18 p.m., and two minutes later 
it drew up in the forecourt of the Hinden- 
burg Palace, where Signor Mussolini is 
to stay. For the whole length of the drive 
the immense crowds lining the streets 
cheered themselves hoarse. 

Herr Hitler accompanied his guest up 
the steps of the Palace. Then they shook 
hands and Signor Mussolini went indoors, 
while the Fuehrer returned to his car and 
drove to the Chancellery, standing up- 
right and giving the Nazi salute. 

The two dictators started the day with 
a surprise visit to Krupps, the famous 
armaments factory at Essen, the “steel! 
heart of the Reich.”’ 

‘Vhe decision was only announced on 
Sunday night, and Essen spent the few 
available hours in making feverish 
preparations and putting up hasty decora- 
tions. 

Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
rushed to the spot to supervise matters, 
-na flags and green garlands were quickly 
produced and hung out everywhere. There 
had not been time. however, to get in a 
stock of Italian flags, and consequently 
only a few of these were to be seen, 


ENORMOUS CROWDS 


Signor Mussolini arrived at the lavishly 


decorated station at 8 a.m. in his special 


train. and was welcomed by Herr Hitler, 
who had arrived fifteen minutes earlier. 
Enormous crowds, kept back by double 
rows of stalwart Black Guards, saw the 
two dictators enter a large motor car and 
drive off through the streets. They re- 
mained standing up to acknowledge the 
cheers of the spectators, manv of whom 
had been waiting since midnight. Special 
trains had brought. workmen from all 
parts of the Ruhr district, and many 
industrial works gave their employés a 
holiday for the occasion. 

It was officially estimated that there 
were 750,000 in the streets and 
squares.

FRIGHTFULNESS 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—It is no easy matter for one nation 
to outrage the feelings of the whole world 
Usually she has allies, actual or potential, 
whose Governments are concerned to gloss 
over any crimes she may commit against 
the code of civilisation, and it is very 
seldom that those crimes are committed 
in. contexts from which extenuating 
circumstances . are altogether absent. 
Japan—as yesterday's speeches at Geneva 
made very plain—has in the past few 
days been making herself an exception to 
this rule. Japan, tt seems, is bent on 
demoralising China by methods which 
other nations have not hesitated to 
contemn, and which are, indeed, arousing 
public opinion—particularly. in this 
country and in America—to a degree 
which Japan may well have cause to 
regret. Nor is the policy on which she 
has embarked calculated to bear fruit in 
China. 

The Chinese civilian population is the 
most enduring, the most fatalistic, the 
best adapted to calamity of any civilian 
population in the world. No air raid can 
inflict on it a shock greater than those to 
which . flood, pestilence, and other 
natural disasters have subjected it at 
frequent intervals throughout the ages. 
At the front, moreover, the effect 
of the air raids has been to 
stiffen the resistance of soldiers whose 
considerable, though pardonably urder- 
rated, fighting qualities have almost 
always been frittered away because, 
having nothing to fight for, they were 
inclined to lose interest and go home. 
Now, not only is their country—of which, 
in its modern version, they are but newly 
aware—threatened, but their homes and 
families have been wantonly attacked. 

If Japan had deliberately sought « 
formula for uniting China and puttin, 
her defenders on their mettle, she had 
only to leave the quest—as she has.done— 
to her bombers. Japan strives des- 
perately for the swift collapse which her 
campaigns in Manchuria and Jehol had 
led her to expect. She. has been resisted, 
not only with a spirit which was excep- 
tional in those débdcles, but with a degree 
of military aptitude unknown in those 
palmy days. Her resort. to the tactics of 
barbarism is the symptom of her im- 
patience, if not of her alarm, and by 
making that resort she has conjured up a 
menace ultimately greater than that re- 
presented by the elusive, indestructible 
Chinese soldier. She is earning the un- 
qualified condemnation of. a world on 
whom—whether she is at peace, whether 
she is at war, or whether she is making 
good the gains of war—she vitally and 
inescapably depends.

SHIP ON MYSTERY 
VOYAGE |

CORK, Monday. 


HEN the Spanish steamer 
Urumea (1,976 tons), owned 
by Cia Naviera Guipuzcoanf, and 
registered at Bilbao, sailed from Cork 
on Sunday night she left half of her 
crew behind. Fifteen Spanish sailors, 
thus stranded, here, spent the night 
They 
reported at Civic Guard headquarters 
and called to-day at the offices of the 
ship's agents, Messrs. James Scott 
and Co., Ltd., and the Spanish 
Consul at Cork, Mr. J. F. Foley, 
solicitor. 

They wound up in Cork Jail, 
having been arrested and interned 
there this afternoon, pending their 
deportation. 

There was one exception—an Indian, 
who, being a British subject, remains at 
liberty. He spent a very puzzled. day 
trying to find out why all his friends were 
in jail. 


POLITICAL TROUBLE? 


The sailing of the ship without half of 
its crew ts believed to be due to a sharp 
division in political allegiance among those 
on board. Some were supporters of Franco, 
and the remainder backed the Republican 
Government in the Spanish civil war. 

The ship reached Cork from South 
America, with maize, on September 16th. 

It has not been in its home port, Bilbao, 
for seven months, and in the interval 
Bilbao has changed hands and is now in 
Nationalist territory. soon 

When the vessel was preparing to sail 
on Sunday evening it was found that 16 
or 17 members of the crew were missing, 
but the ship s officers carried on with their 
skeleton crew. The vessel Was in mid 
Channel when two of the missing crew 
turned up on the quayside. These two 
hired a car and drove to Cove, where, with 
the assistance of a motor-boat, they inter- 
cepted and boarded the ship on her way 
out to sea. 

The other fifteen reported at Civic 
Guard headquarters some hours after the 
vessel’s departure, and they were accom- 
modated for the night at the Salvation 
Army Hostel. 


MESSAGE TO CAPTAIN 


It is apparent that the sailing of the 
ship without half of its crew was not dhe 
to an accident. 

Two theories are debated—either these 
members of the crew were in ignorance of 
the time of sailing and the captain took 
a chance of getting away without them, 
or else they refused to sail and absented 
themselves deliberately. 

The latter version is supported. by the 
report that papers were served on the 
captain at the instance of the London re- 
presentatives of the Spanish Government 
relieving him of his command. Apparently, 
he declined to hand over the ship, and, 
with the co-operation of the others on 
board, took the vessel to sea. His 
ostensible destination was the Bristol 
Channel to await orders, but it is thought 
here that the vessel will run for a 
Nationalist port in Spain. possibly her 
home port, Bilbao. 

The fourteen sailors taken to Cork Jail 
to wait, deportation will, it is learned, be 
regarded as deserters from the ship.

A large number of people attended a mass 
meeting held in Carlow to-ni ht to protest 
against the three years delay yy the Carlow 
Health Board in availing itself of the 
£100,000 yrant from the Hospitals’ Trust 
fur the provision of a decentralisation 
hospital) scheme in the county. Some of the 
members of the Health Board had previously 
requested decentralisation. 

The Verv Rev. J. Dunny, Adm., Carlow, 
who presided, said that the meeting had been 
ealled to end a deplerable position of check- 
mate, in which the Health Board was con- 
cerned. They had held up the building of 
hospitals for the people when other counties 
were going ahead with su7h work, 

Mr. James Hughes, Chairman of the 
Health Board, said that this was a very 
serious matter. *‘It not only concerns our- ' 
selves, but future generations, he said. 
Continuing, he said that they must approach 
this question of hospitalisation from the point 
of view of providing the best medical, 
svrgical, and Poor Law institutions that 
could be procured. A_ Local Government 
inspector and others had decided on the 
suitability of Carlow town as a centre. Tho 
population of Carlow was 9.600. The condi- 
tions of the institutions which existed were 
scandalous. £5,600 had been spent by the 
Board of Health in extern treatment of 
patients from Carlow sent to Dublin 
hospitals for the last few years. The 
Minister was prepared to give a substantial 
grant if the Board of Health gave about a 
third of the cost, to be levied on the tax- 

yers, for the erection of a new County

a mandatory notice to provide proper 
hospital accommodation at a tremendous cost 
to the taxpayers, 


SEALED ORDER SOUGHT

and watched anxiously for the last three 
vears for a satisfactory solution of the 
hospital question in County Carlow, we are 
now convinced that the Board of Health will 
not take advantage of the offer made hy the 
Minister for Local Government; therefore we 
respectfully ask the Minister to deal with 
the matter by sealed order. or send a com- 
petent medical referee to assist in arriving 
at a satisfactory solution.” Mr. Peter Jones

THIRTEEN BOMBERS 
RAID CANTON

EIGHTY KILLED AND 
WOUNDED

The casualties in yesterday’s raid on 
Canton, in which thirteen Japanese war 
‘planes took part, are stated in semi- 
official quarters to total eighty dead and 
wounded. Most of the dead were killed 
in tenements in the vicinity of the rail- 
way station, and only six in the station 
itself. 

The main objective of the raiders seems 
to have been to smash the Canton-Hankow 
railway, and one of the machines con- 
centrated on the Wongsha station, the 
railway’s terminus in Canton, while the 
others went up along the railway line. 

Wongsha station is only a few hundred 
yards from Shameen, the foreign resi- 
dential area. Three bombs were dropped 
round it and three fires were started. The 
bombs did little damage to the station, 
but six people were killed there. 

One bomb fell on some railway work- 
shops, and a number of workmen are 
believed to have been blown up. Huge 
columns of black smoke arose from burn- 
ing oil, set alight by the explosion. The 
whole of the area bombed was cordoned 
by police and soldiers, and it was difficult 
to get to the scene, 

The arrival] of the bombers caused panic 
in the Chinese quarter, people rushing and 


been correlated, but it seems evident that 
the Japanese are determined to put the 
railway out of action completely, and to 
prevent movements of troops and supplies 
going to the north. . 

Points around Nanking were again 
bombed yesterday morning by Japanese 
aeroplanes, with what damage is unknown, 
says Reuter. In the afternoon there was 
another raid across the river on the Pukow 
terminus of the railway to ‘Tientsin. 
Chinese warships down the river were also 
attacked. About twelve aeroplanes: took 
part in eack raid. 

The capital escaped this time, though 
the explosion of the bombs and roar of 
anti-aircraft fire could plainly be heard. 

According to a despatch from the 
Foreign Office at Nanking the civilian 
casualties resulting from Saturday’s raids 
on Nanking greatly exceed the earlier 
estimates. ‘The latest check up reveals 
that at least 600 were killed or wounded, 
says the Foreign Office. 


MISSION’S NARROW ESCAPE 


A foreign report from Hankow states 
that during the raid last Friday 
Japanese ‘planes, flying low, dropped 
bombs on a group of Chinese shops near 
the British Methodist Mission, the roof 
of which was damaged, the windows 
smashed, and the doors blown in by the 
force of the explosion. 

I'he Mission Hospital, 100 yards dis- 
tant, was not hit, but the report adds: 
As there are no military objectives in 
the neighbourhood it seems possible that 
the ‘planes were aiming at the hospital, 
a conspicuous .object in this poor resi- 
dential district,” 

The Japanese ‘planes yesterday concen- 
trated their attention on the area to the 
north of the ~angtze River and on points 
to the north-east of Nanking. Inside the 
city the population had a distant, but 
clear, view of the bombers as they power- 
dived to bomb their targets. Uleven 
machines drop bombs on the Yunglee 
Chemical Works, some ten miles to the 
north of Pukow, the terminus of the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway, situated across 
the river from Nanking. Seventeen 
bombs were dropped on the works, in- 
flicting heavy damage, though the main 
buildings eseaped, according to officers on 
board foreign warships off Heiskwia who 
watched operations through field glasses.

long overdue, and that it was of the utmost 
importance to have an institution which 
would be respansible for the fixing of definite 
standards for art education in the Saorstat- 
It was decided that the new college would 
be under the control of Mr. George Atkinson, 
R.H.A., A.R.C.A., the headmaster 
the Metropolitan School of Art, and 
that each of the constituent schools 
would have its professor and _ principal 
assistant; that the post of Professor of 
Design would be a whole time one, and 
would carry with it the duties of deputy. 
headmaster; that the other professorships 
would be part time in character, and that 
each professor would he responsible for the 
work of his school, and would conduct a 
certain number of classes. Every effort, it 
was stated, would be made to co-ordinate the 
instruction given ín the College with that 
given in the other schoois art in the 
country, and to develop a training in art 
which would influence the work of the 
secondary and technical schools.

GENEVA, September 26. 


was inaugurated last night by a 

brilliant reception given by the 
President, H.H. the Aga Khan, and 
his wife, Begum Aga Khan. The | guests 
—delegates to the Assembly, Officials of 
the Secretariat of the’ League and ol 
the International, Labour Office, and 
notabilities of Geneva—to the number of three 
thousand, were received in the magnificent 
Salle des Pas Perdus, and then they passed 
into the Assembly Hall itself to listen to a 
concert given by the Orchestre Romande, 
under the masterly baton’ of M. Ernest 
Ansermet. The programme included 
Beethoven's “ Zur Weihe des Hauses ” (for 
the dedication of the house), Mozart, 
Debussy, Ravel and Stravinsky. Later there 
was dancing in the Salle des Pas Perdus. 

In so great a throng it was difficult to 
single out individuals, but all the notabilities 
were there—Mr. de Valera, P. Paul Boncour, 
small, but distinguished by his shock of curly 
white hair; M. Avenol (the Secretary-General 
of the League), looking a little less matter-of- 
fact than usual; Mr. and Mrs. Sean Lester, 
Mr. and Mrs. Butler, of the Labour Office, 
and many others. 

It seemed, somehow, to be rather a mascu- 
line gathering—there are very few women 
delegates to the Assembly, though there were 
many wives of delegates and women officials 
present—but there were, nevertheless, some 
lovdly touches of colour. I envied, in par- 
ticular, the deliciously simple pale rose frock 
of the Begum Aga Khan, and the beautiful 
robes of some of the Indian ladies. 

The new Assembly Hall is a magnificent 
edifice, both within and without. It gives 
seating for 2,000, including the triple galleries 
around three sides for the advisers to the 
delegations, the Press and the public, but is 
so beautifully proportioned that it seems 
hardly larger than the Abbey Theatre. The 
acoustics are perfect, as was proved during 
the concert, and the colour scheme of cream, 
beige and brown looked beautifully soft and 
restful under a mellow flood of indirect light.

- SOFT AND RESTFUL ”’ 


"“ Soft and restful ” seems, indeed, to be 
the note, not only of the Assembly Hall, but 
also of the new committee rooms. The 
Salle’ des Pas Perdus, with its colour scheme 
of green and silver, and tall windows 
looking out on to the lawns of the 
court of honour, is dignified and inspiring. 
But as I wandered through the committee 
rooms, for the decoration of each of which a 
different country has made itself réal 
[ could not but feel uneasy. The rooms are 
beautifully proportioned, the furniture, wall- 
coverings, tapestries, mirrors in the most 
perfect modern taste, the carpets luxuriantly 
soft and thick. But I could not help feeling 
that my impressive surroundings were those 
of a palace—a malicious critic might even 
say of a palace, hotel or cinema—not of a 
workshop or office. Dignity and beauty there 
should be here, [ agree, but what I felt was 
an atmosphere of hushed and _leisured 
restraint that would make plain-speaking, 
vigorous debate and downright hard work 
seem almost an offence against good manners. 
The assembly hall and committee rooms, 
though not, | must admit, the offices where 
the League officials work, suggest not a new 
diplomacy facing hard facts, but—encien 
régime—redecorated to modern taste. 


WHERE THE WORK IS DONE 


Of course, as Mr de Valera once bluntly 
said, the vital work of the League is not done 
in the Assembly, or even its committees, but 
in private conversations in hotel rooms 
between representatives of the Great Powers. 
When the Assembly transacts business for 
the first time in its new hall on Tuesday 
next, we shall see what-work has been accom- 
plished. It seems already clear that the 
League - not, be allowed to tackle any of 
the really burning. problems of world politics. 
But it has been discussing many other matters 
more humdrum, but, perhaps in the end, 
more important—such as health and nutri- 
tion, the rights of women, economic and social 
problems. In a few days we shall learn how 
many of the proposals made for dealing with 
these mat‘ers have really advanced towards 
realisation, and how many have, as a member 
of the Irish delegation said to me, been 
buried under a large and elaborate tomb- 
stone, 
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A blind conductor and a girl who has 
entered from Australia will figure in the 
National Gaelic Mod at Dundee, from Sep- 
tember 28 until October 1. 

The conductor is Mr. James MacTaggart, 
who lost his sight in an accident during boy- 
hood.

Miss B. Winifred Gillispie, the Australian 
entrant from Sydney, will play the Cale- 
donian harp, which is known as the clarsach. 
The objects of the Mod are to encourage 
and promote the teaching and use of the 
Gaelic language, the study and cultivation 
of Gaelic literature, history, music, art, and 
the native industries of the highlands of 
Scotland, and the wearing of the highland 
dress. 

The entries this year number about t,300. 
and those in the senior literary section con- 
stitute a record, Tncluding the competitors 
there are about 3,000 visitors to Dundee for 
the event, among them some from London 
Cardiff, Sunderland, Nottingham, Manchester 
Belfast and Dublin. 

One man from Dublin ordered booked seats 
for all the concerts with a cheque written 
and printed in Gaelic,

SCHOLARSHIP FUND 
TO BE INCREASED 
ACTING CITY MANAGER’S 
SUGGESTIONS 
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Increased proviston for university scholar- 
ships for Dublin pupils may be made next 
vear if the suggestions in a report of 
the Acting City Manager and Town Clerk 
(Mr, John Keane) are adopted. 

The report will be considered at a meeting 
of the General Purposes Committee of the 
Dubiin Corporation to-night. 

He. states that, m view of the high 
standard,, as shown by the marks 
obtained by the candidates, he was of opinion 
that the number of scholarships to be awarded 
this year might be increased from six to 
twelve; but as there was no provision in the 
estimates for an increase ín the number he 
thought it well to submit the matter to the 
General Purposes Committee with a view to 
ascertaining their opinion. If, they were in 
agreement with his view, the excess cost 
could be provided for in the estimates for 
1938-'39. 

Mr. Keane says that in a previous report 
he had referred to the marked falling off in 
recent years in the number of applicants for 
scholarship, which was accompanied by an 
increased tendency on the part of those to 
whom scholarships were awarded to re- 
linguish their studies in order to accept 
employment. He had indicated’ that, with a 
view to counteracting those jactors, he had 
decided to increase the value of the scholar- 
ships to be awarded this year from £00 to 
£80. The number of applications received 
for permission to compete this year was 51, 
an increa8e of 21 over last year. The in- 
crease could be attributed for the most part 
to the increase in the value of the scholar- 
ships. Thirty-seven qualified for scholarships 
by ‘obtaining honours in Irish in the Leaving 
Certificate examination. 


U.C.D. PRESIDENT’S VIEW 


In forwarding his report on the results of 
the Leaving Certificate examination, the 
President of University College, Dublin, ex- 
pressed the wish that the number of scholar- 
ships was much larger. 

The report continues —‘‘ The number of 
scholarships offered for competit ion in this, 
as im previous, years was SIX. University 
scholarships were first offered by the Corpora- 
tion in 1912, and irom that vear until 1920 
the number offered each -ear was twenty- 
four. In 1920 the valne of the scholarships 
was increased from £40 to £60, and the 
number offercd for competition was reduced 
from*twenty-four to sixteen. From 1921 to 
1926 the number offered remained the same, 
and since then the number has been gradu-
